(2) An attorney who is not a member of the Bar of the District Court of Maryland:
a) need not be admitted pro hac vice in order to file a pleading in this case;

b) nced not be admitted pro hac vice in order to appear before this Court

telephonically during the first sixty (60) days of these cases;

¢) must be admitted pro hac vice in order to appear before this Court

telephonically after the first sixty (60) days of these cases; and

d) must be admitted pro hac vice in order to appear before this Court in person;
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and it is further

ORDERED, that, notwithstanding the foregoing, any attorney who files a pleading in
these cases or appears, in person or telephonically, before this Court is subject to the disciplinéry
jurisdiction of the District Court and of this Court and hereby consents to such jurisdiction by

such filing or appearance.
